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INl^PGDUCTION 



In the past fevi yearK approximated irO pertont of the total operating 
budgets of ARL university libraries has been used for saUTies and wages. Thus, 
labor costs are a critical elenierit requiring special consideration and analysis 
by libra TV management .in making decisions reigarding the allocation of llntitcd 
financial resource^,, 

In order to provide intDrmat ion regarding: salaries in resanrch libraries, 
the Ai.3Gciation of Research Libraries has pulHU^phed siacc the AKL Annual 

Salary Su rver, In the past the surveys ha^e been primarily a compilation of 
b^c^iiifoiination regarding the Tnedian ard beginning rrofeasionn] salaries in 
ARL libraries. It has become increasingly apparent, towever, that with soine 
further simple analysis of the data collected^ the j^uTFey could offer some 
rLdditional inform; ion to aid decision makers regarding salaries for library 
staff. Thus, beginning ;vith the 1972/75 survey xaiik order tables, consiuiier price 
indices, and rates of change of figures for solccted years were included. 

Several new features have been added to the survey this year. A sigjiiflcant 
feature ^vhich is included for the first time is salary figures for the current 
(1974^>75) as well as tho previous (1973-74) year. Also, in (order to provide a 
general context in which to aitaiyse the salary figures, InfoTmatian on mh lib!rn:ry 
budgets and expenditures for salaries has been extracted freni Academic Library 
Statistics (p/ 6). A review of the annual percent of increase in ^alari^s Indicates 
mtTTOaries have not beon able to keep pace with the cost of living inrcreascs 
gver the past several years. The effects of ii^flation are also refiected in the 
current statistics regarding member of positionis and salary levels- 

26 university libraries have reduced by 65 the number of professiional 
positions reiported. 

20 university ribrarles report the sme nmber of positioiis fcr 
1973-74 as for 1974-75. 

21 libraries report no ctorige in the begiTOing professional salaries 
for 1973«74 md 1974- 7S. 

in addition, whii^^ the data has not been collected Img enough to identify 
&igiiificant pattei^ns or trends , the suj»arf of rankings (p, 12) iridicates sone ^ 
imtarasting relationships of median and beginning professional salaries in indi- 
vidual instittitioiiis, and provides bases for coniparison mmong institutions. 

It is recegrtised that ther^ can be many interpretatiojis of the figures 
presented^ dependent upon variations in reporting the data, local circumstances, 
the infUieiice of other variables mot considered hare, etc. In future surveys to 
shall continue to try to refine our reporting md analysis to pfovide useful in- 
foniation on this most important subject.

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EXPIANATO^RY NOTES FOR THE ARL ANNUAL SALARY SURVEY 



1. This survey deals with position salariasi for the fiscal year 1973-74, 
as well as for the new fiscal year, For most libraries this nieans the 
suTvey will cover budgeted positions for the period July 1^ 1973 
through June 3D, 1974, and July U 19 74 through June 30, 1975. 

2. The survey is concerned with the salaries for professional positions 
only. Since the criteria for detenninirig professional status vary 
aiTiong libraries, there is no attempt to define the term -'prof essional . 
Each librsiry should report the salaries of those staff memJbers it 
considers professionals, IncludiTigj when appropriate, staff who mm not 
librarians in the strict sense of the teM, such as computer exparts, 
systems analysts, budget officers ^ etc* 

3. Salaries are reported for all available professional positions^ whether 
filled or invfilled. 

4. Salaries are reported for fiill-time positions only* Part-time positions 
are computed in terms of full -time equivalents, 

5. The salaries for all professional positions are included^ regardless of 
whether the salaries cotne from the regular library budget or from special 
funds such as research grants. 

6. The salary fi^|ures are straight gross salaty figures. FTlTige benefits 
are not included. . 

7. The median salaries for the total number of positions In both university " 
and nonmiiversity libraries are apprpxiinations . Exact medians are not 
indicated because individual salaries are not reported ^ only salary ranges, 

8. i^hen beginning professional salaries are reported as a ranges the lower 
figure is used for the tabulation* 

Any position j such as that of director of libraries j for which a salary 
figure has not been provided are indicated in the footnotes,
